On the 16th December, 1980, Shri A. N. Pathak, Supdt. of 
Police, was informed that a gang had entered the area 
of P. S. Shabgarh for committing a dacoity. A ambush was 
laid to co ; er the route to village Bsmnara wheie the gang 
was expected to commit the dacoity. Shri Pathak alongwith 
the force remained in the am bash in the jungle. ± he gang 
probably changed its scheme and could rot be engaged. On 
the morning of 17-12-1980 it was learnt that the gang was 
\ o move to Bara Out Post aica loi some sensational offences 
Shri Pathak once uuiin oigams'd embushes on 17-12-1980 and 
himself took charge of a Bren-gun, took up position m the 
forest on the probable route. 

Aftei sun set at about 19.30 hours the gang stealthily ^en¬ 
tered the area. Shri Pethak devided the embush party into 
three parts to avoid cross-firing. After the gang had crossed 
the entry point, it was challenged to surrender. The whole 
gang effected a volley of fire at the centre of the ambush 
manned by Shri Pathak. Shri Pathak and the other mem¬ 
bers of the Police force returned the fire. After the fall of 
some members of the gang, others retreated. In this en¬ 
counter four members of the gang were shot dead on the 
spot white the other two members later surrendered with 
their weapons at Chhatarpur in an injured conditon. 

In this encounter Shri A. N. Pathak, Supdt. of Police ex¬ 
hibited conspicuous gallantry, leadership, devotion to duty 
and courage in shooting down the members of the gang.

On the morning of 16-12-1980, information regarding the 
presence of the notorious dacoit gang of Ranga-Mukundi was 
received at Banda through an informer. The information 
was immediately passed on to the S. P., Sagar. The infor¬ 
mation received was to the effect that the gang was plan¬ 
ning to commit dacoity in village Bamnara and had also 
decided to take away a gun therefrom. Its target was a 
family having a fire-arm. All the fire-arms that this gang 
possessed had been looted in course of different dacoity 
cases* 


Circle Inspector Kedar Singh and Sub-Inspector Rajendra 
Sinsh Thakur of Banda accompanied the S. P. Sagar, in 
making a ouick but the rouvh reconnaissance of the area to 
select a suitable ambush site. The time at their disposal 
was very short because the gang had been planning to com¬ 
mit a sensational dacoity the same evening The> ambush 
was laid according to the Scheme. Circle inspector Kedar 


Singh was detailed to held a position which was right m 
front of the gang and was thus exposed to the gravest 
danger, Sub-Tnsnectnr Ranendra Singh Thakur was asked 
to man a position which was close to the entry point of the 
gang and was, therefore, fraught with grave risk. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the gang changed its mind and decided to post¬ 
pone the intended strike that had been nlanned for the 
evening. It was decided to stick to the scheme and the 
informer was instructed to alert the Police in Bara Out Post 
where the Circle Inspector and Sub-Inspector Were instruc¬ 
ted to stay with the Supdt. of Police. 

The next afternoon a message was received that the gang 
had decided to go in for its depredation in the evening* 
The ambush was once again laid according to scheme and, 
once again, the Circle Inspector and Sub-Inspector, were 
asked to held on the same dangerous position. 

On thel7th December, 1980, at about 19.20 hours, the 
gang approached the ambush site, and as soon as the in¬ 
former took a turn to his left under the pretext of going 
away for easing himself, in order to run out of the danger- 
zone the n \ V rs rtialJensed. The armed band of des- 
paradoes responded with a volley of fire. The Circle Ins¬ 
pector and the Sub-Inspector had a narrow escape. They 
remained supperbly calm and reacted equally sharply sub¬ 
jecting the gang to a heavy fire from a distance of hardly 
15 vards Th^v aFo re-nosifioned themselves in the teeth 
of the heavy firing for accurate shooting. In this encounter 
four dacoits were shot dead. One double barrel 12 bore 
Gun, Two M. L. Guns and one country made pistol were 
recovered from the possession of the dead dacoits and two 
dacoits surrendered to the Police thereafter. 

In this encounter. Circle Inspector of Police Kedar Singh 
and sub-inspector of Police Rajendra Singli Thakur ex¬ 
hibited conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty. 

These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and 
consequently carry with them the special allowance ad¬ 
missible under rule 5, with effect from the 17th December, 
1980.
